S AFE DRIVING WPIEK is now In progreaa Bcroat 
Cinada with thr laudable object of bringing home 
to the countr>'. at a partkuUiriy apt time of year just 
before the Chriatma.*< holiday season, the hazards of 
road traffic and hou to avoid them. 

Prai:«eworthy as is the purpose, there must be 
thoae who will be moved to question how much la 
achieved by aafety rampaigns even of thb riiort-and« 
sharp nature, but more particuiariy those of year- 
round general appticatioa It would seem logical to be¬ 
lieve that (he drivers and pedestriant moat in need of 
better habits — the careless and the selfish ones — 
wo^ be the last to heed w even notice the call to 
correct their ways. 

Nor is there anything heartening about the sta- 
llaticB which normally get the most prominence; the 
figures on the steadily climbing toll of death and in¬ 
jury and damafv op Canada's roads and highways — 
growing far oof of proportion to population, so that 
while in IfWft there were twelve deaths fw every 
100.000 persons, last year there were 21.

During the curing period, as I 
b>ld ym earner this fall, the bulbe 
are beat handled in shallow boxes 
or traya—I use old seed Qata—not 
more than two layers deep wo the 
air can get at the bottom ones. They 
need good air drculatlon and a fairly 
high temperature. Ideally around 75 
degrees. In my case, the fiats are 
spread out on lha workbench in our 
furnace room, the cosiest room In tha 
houss. The foUage was out off Just 
above the bulb at lifting time, and 
as each Isyer sns spread out In Ita 
tray, the bulbs were givoi a generous 
squirt o( Rose Oust to eonirol thrlpa 
and fungus tnfaetlons.

From Here on In. the rleanwl and 
dusted bulbs must be kept bi an 
uncomfortably co<ri place where the 
temperature hovers somewhete be¬ 
tween 33 and 45 degrees. If stored at 
too high a temperature, tha bulbs 
would start sprouting far too early In 
the year, like potatoes In a too-warm 
bsacment. ' 

For storage, i have yet to find 
anything more eenvenlent than old 
nylon stockings hung from a rafter 
In this cnoi corner of the baaesnenC, 
It is a simple matter to tie strings 
around the siockinis at kitervala to 
separate the different varlette^ For 
larger quantillea than can ba bandied 
In stockings, netted onloa aefca are 
good. 


During the clean-up Job, better 
keep an old carton at your side to. 
hold all tha rubbish, and when the 
Job Is finished, burn It. for there has 
bean a lot of Infection In glads this 
jrear. First step In cleaning is to twist 
off the oid bulb and discard it Then 
peel away the ragged and weather- 
beaien outer sldn. and your new bulb 
emerges in all its dean, shimmering 
beauty. If you want to try your hand 
at growing some of the btUe bulblets 
or “spawn," pick out the plumpest id 
save, discarding the very small fry. 
I'll be writing later on how to handle 
these bulblets; in the meantime, 
ahake them up with a little rose dust 
and store to small paper bags 
labellsd as to variety and color.
